Icis the Phyſician's care and honour to recover health,but 
ir ought to be all Perſons care to preſerve their health; and 
if we were carefnl to keep out difeaſcs, we ſhould nor be 
troubled to drive them out: Reaſon tells us 'cis better ro keep 
out an enemy, then to let him 1n, and afterwards to bear him 
out 3 ſo doubtleſs 1f men 1n the Government of their health, - 
would uſe Reaſon more, they would uſe the Phyſician leſs, for 
intemperance, which is the greateſt Enemy to Reaſon, is the 
chief cauſe of theſe Maladies, wherewich rhe Bodies of fo ma- 
ny Men and Women are now in theſe days affliifed. They 
muſt needs act contrary to Reaſon, who do any-thing contra« 
ry :0 the courſe of Nature, as to eat, or drink, fleep, or ex- 
erciſe, more or leſs then Nature requires. 

The G9ed old Phy/iczan Hippocrates, ſaith that fulneſs, or 
any thing elſe more then Nature would have, is hurtful, for 
this is the thing that maketh work for the Phyſician, and he

Whereas if we ſhould live as rational people, we ſhould ra- 
ther 1imploy our reaſon to obſerve our own Narures and 


 whar 1s agreeable thereunto, and fo we might by our own 


experience find out many things, which would be both for 
the preſerving of our health and prolonging our life. 
Certainly we might keep our (clves 1n health eaflyifwe 
were as carefull to keep ir when we have it, as we are to re- 
gain it when 'ris loſt, and'ris a ſtrange overſight in us nor to 
prize our health till we are rormenred wirh diſeaſes, ro 
throw away health unreaſonably or careleſly,and then lamenr 
our loſs too: late, and ro be 1n long Torture, and art great 
charge before we can regain it when once "ris loſt, Therefore 
choſe which rightly prize their health, (which is indeed a 
-rich Jewel and great treaſure) let them live temperately, 
and obſerve diligently their own nature, and follow exactly 
thuſe Rules which able Authors have latd down for the pre- 


ſervation of health, which they have found out by great 


ains, ſtudy, and Induſtry, and by judicious enquiry and 
long experience, and therein ſhewed themſelves ſufficiently 
ingenious and learned. 

And now in the cloſe of this Almanack I will commend: 
ro my Country-men an excellent Rule which Mzraldus bor- 
rows from Zoroaſter, and I from him, and it 1s true according 
ro the experiment of the Egyptians,he calls it Prognofticum 
fertilitatis wel ſterilitatis ſeminum quorumcanque. Bur It 1s
